A SHORT SKETCH Of HIS LIFE. 


Judge Jeremiah S. Black died at York 


shortly after two o'clock Sunday morning. 
Though not unexpected, his death was 
sudden, and was a shock to the commu- 
nity. 
An unfavorable change in his con- 


dition began about four o'clock on Satur- 
day afternoon, and ho gradually grew 
worse, but remained conscious almost to 
tho end and died peacefully.

alack, Lieutenant Governor Chauncey F 
B1;°k and wife, Mr. Henry Black, Mr. 
«nd Mrs Hprnsby, A. B. Farqubar .nd 
Dr. Misenhelder were present. Numer- 
ous telegrams of condolence have been 
received. The funeral will take place on 
1'riday afternoon at five o'clock.

remains will be interred at Prospect Hill 
Cemetery. 


Shortly before Judge Black died he 


said to his wife: "How can I fear to cross 
the dark river when my Father waits for 
me on the other- shore?" and added- 
"n ould I were so comfortable about all I 
leave behind unfinished in this world " 
and then breathed the following earnest 
prayer. "0 Thou beloved and most mer- 
ciful heavenly Father, from whom I bad 
my being, and in whom I have ever 
trusted, if it be Thy will, grant that my 
suffering end, and that I speedily be called 
home to tbee; and oh, my God, bless and 
comfort thee, my Mary!" 


Jeremiah S. Black was born in 1810 in 


the Glades, Somerset 
county. 
When 


seventeen ye irs of age he began the study 
of law with Chauncey Forward, in Somer- 
set, and three years afterward was ad- 
mitted to the bar. His success was im- 
mediate. From the start he displayed 
peculiar powers which made him one of 
the foremost of American jurists. 


In 1842 he became the President Judca 


of his district. 
The Democratic conven- 


tion which met in 1851 nominated him as" 
Judge of the Supreme Court, although ho 
was not placed before the meeting as a 
candidate. 
He became Chief Justice of 


the court on a three-year term, and upou 
the expiration of that pciiod was re- 
elected by an overwhelming majority, the 
Governor nominated by the party sustain- 
ing a decisive defeat. His administration 
ol tho duties of his position was such as 
to increase his already enviable reputa- 
tion as a jurist, and in 1857 President 
Buchanan tendered him the appointment 
of Attorney General. In this capaoity 
Judge Black's rumarkable judicial talent 
was given a coveted opportunity to show 
itself, and the new •Attorney General 
achieved an immediate success. 


He held the office until 1860, in which 


time he established a name which has not 
been excelled in the legal profession of

These people represent 
the "anti-organ party" in that wing of 
the Presbyterian church. Their Gener- 
al Assembly recently, after a protracted 
struggle, authorized the use of organs in 
churches where they are desired, leaving 
those who dislike instrumental music free 
to render their songs of praise vocally in 
the same way. The anti-organ brethren 
are not satisfied with this action. 
It is 


not enough for them to be permitted to 
go without organs, but they want to pre- 
vent all the churches in their fellowship 
from using such things. It is supposed 
by some people who have never looked 
into the matter that the anti-organ party 
have at least a few texts of scripture to 
support them in their persistent opposi- 
tion to instrumental music. But such is 
not the case. 
There is not a word from 


Genesis to Revelations forbidding or even 
discountenancing the use of instruments. 
On the contrary, the very Psalms -which 
these united Presbyterians sing abound 
in exhortation to praise the Lord with 
nearly all the musical instruments known 
in the times when these Scriptures were 
written. One of the most strangely ap- 
propriate happenings in this very pecu- 
liar convention was the subject chosen 
by the brother who made the address at 
the closing session. It was "actualities 
and possibilities of mischief in 
the 


church." 
The anti-organ folks look on 


the advocates of instrumental music as 
the authors of all the mischief, and be- 
lieve that the mischief they make with 
their organs will knock the Church to 
pieces. 
On the other hand, the organ 


party regard these unmusical people as 
most troublesome.

New Jersey farmers, according to the 


United States census, earn more in a 
year, the average value of production per 
capita being taken as the earnings, than 
the farmers of any other State of the 
Union. 
This is due no doubt, to the 


suitableness of the State to small farming, 
and its proximity to two of the largest 
markets in the country. The value of the 
production of agricultural workers in the 
United btates decreases almost exactly in 
proportion as the rate of agriculture to 
other industries increases. 
In 
1880 


Pennsylvania had less than twenty-one 
per cent, of her reported workers en- 
gaged in agriculture; her farm lands 
were worth nearly $50 per acre and the 
value of her products per capita was $431. 
Grouping the states in four classes the 
following curious facts appear : Fifteen 
States "have 16i per cent, of workers en- 
gaged in agriculture. There farm lands 
arc worth $40.91 per acre, and the pro- 
duct per capita is valued at f 459. There 
are thirteen States with forty per cent, 
of their workers engaged in agriculture 
but the value of their farm land falls to 
$22.21 per acre, and the value of their 
product per capita to $394. In a third 
class there are also thirteen States, with 
nearly 59 per cent, of their workers en- 
gayeu in agncuiuire. 
me vmue ui ineir 


land is only $13.03 per acre, and of their 
product per capita only $261. 
The 


fourth class of almost exclusively agricul- 
tural States, six in number, has 77 per 
cent of workers engaged in agriculture 
on farm lands worth only $5.28 per acre 
and producing only $161 per capita. The 
wages of agricultural labor follow the va- 
riations of value of product in the^e sev- 
eral classes. 
The table 
furnishes a 


strong argument for such a diversifica- 
tion of industries as shall give home 
markets to the farmers everywhere, and 
for such protection as may be needed to 
establish these industries.—Ledger.

The education of a child, so far as it is 


in the power of parents and teachers to 
control it, should be of such a kind as to 
counterbalance hereditary defects. 
In 


the case of a sickly, puny child, the 
offspring of parents constitutionally weak, 
particular attention should be paid to 
physical education. The same rule holds- 
good in the case of a nervous and 
precociously intelligent child, full of life, 
yet endowed with too little bone and 
muscle. On the other hand, the sturdy 
child, who is neither sickly nor particu- 
larly bright, needs the application of a 
moderate amount of force in promoting 
his mental and moral growth. * * * 
There is hardly a doubt that the natural 
aptitude for giving instruction, particu- 
larly to beginners, is mere 
largely 


developed in women than men. 
But 


there is no provision in our school sys- 
tem for securing teachers of either sex 
who can teach. Female teachers have a 
preference in the primary schools solely 
for the reason that their services are 
usually more cheaply requitted.

proper distinction is made between those 
who know what should be taught and 
those who couple with such knowledge 
the capacity to impart it. 
This is a mat- 


ter not hard to determine, and it should 
be determined in advance of employment 
ef applicants in the capacity of teachers,

imparting knowledge to learners.

PEACH SHORTCAKE. — Make a soft 


dough of one quart of sifted flour mixed 
with two heaping teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder, a generous tablespoonful of but- 
ter, a little salt, and sufficient 
sweet 


milk. Roll out thin, put a layer in a 
baking pan, and sprinkle with flour and 
bits of butter : make four layers like 
this, using no butter and flour on the top 
layer. 
Bake in a quick oven, turn out 


upside down, remove trie layers, mm 
place ripe peaches, cut up and sw.etened 
between each layer. 
Serve as a cake, 


with cream and sugar. 


COCOANUT PUDDING.—This pudding 


is to be eaten cold. Take a medium 
sized cocoanut, grate it, grate also six 
milk crackers, place a layer of the crack- 
ers in the bottom of a well-buttered pud- 
ding dish : then a layer of cocoanut, frfid 
so on until the dish is full; now beat six 
eggs uniil they are light, the whites and 
yolks together; add a quart of sweet 
milk and sugar to your taste ; stir well 
together, and pour over the crackers and 
cocoanut until it is all absorbed; sift su- 
gar on the top and bake for an hour. See 
that the top is nicely browned before 
taking from the oven. 


How TO CLAIUFY FAT.—A careful 


cook seldom buvs that dubious article 
called lard. She saves all the skimmings 
from soups, all the trimmings from steaks 
and the drippings from roasts. She puts 
the fat in a pan and sets it over a moder- 
ate fire until it is all rendered out of the 
trimmings. Then she strains and turns 
it into a clean pan and adds to every 
pound of fat one quart of boiling water 
and a half spoonful of baking soda. Next 
she sets it over a moderate fire and boils 
it until all the water has evaporated. Then 
strain into a tin can and it is ready for 
use. 


POTATO SALAD.—Select small, round 


potatoes, and of a uniform size; boil 
them, and when cold peel and slice them 
thinly, be careful not to break the slices 
so that they may present a nice appear- 
ance. Mince finely some parsley, a small 
onion and half a clove of garlic; mix 
these together and add them to the pota- 
toes ; season with salt and pepper, and 
add sufficient olive oil and vinegar to 
moisten it well : a little rich soup stock 
may also be added to make it more savory.

"Maurice Coves" will be plentiful and 
that the oysters are unusually large and 
fat. 
Altogether the cultivation of the 


oyster has been more successful during 
the present growing season than for a long 
time, and in consequence of the favor- 
able growth and development and dealers 
are sanguine of a plentiful market, a large 
sale and a large consumption. 


"Tulkertons," "West Creeks" and 


"Egg Harbors" are all reported as being 
in fine condition. "Blue Points" and 
"Chincoteagues" have not been heard 
from yet. "Johnson Bays," which sell 
in this market at $6.50 and $7 a barrel, 
are the dearest oysters in the market. 
The dealers think this brand will be 
unusually scarce during 
the coming 


season. A large dealer said this morning 
in answer to a question 


"Saddle Rocks are a thing of the past. 


Any very large oyster nowadays is called 
a Saddle Rock, but on the old Saddle 
Rock, where this famous brand came 
from, I don't believe there's an oyster to- 
day. Thepublicdon'tknow thedifference. 
They think because an oyster's big that 
it's a 'Saddle Rock.' The oysters 
that 


are being consumed about town are 
Jersey oysters, as the authorities won't 
allow us to get any oysters in Southern 
waters now."—Evening News.

SHOULD THE HAIE BE OUT? 


It may be that cutting and shaving 


may for the time increase the action of 
the growth, but it has no permanent ef- 
fect either upon the hair bulb or the hair 
sac, and will not, in any way, add to the 
life of the hair. On tbe contrary, cutting 
and shaving will cause the hair to grow 
longer for the time being, tut in the end 
will shorten its term of life by exhaust- 
ing the nutritive action of the hair-form- 
ing apparatus. 
When the hairs are fre- 


quently cut they will 
usually become 


coarser, often losing the beautiful gloss 
of the fine and delicate hairs. The pig- 
ment will likewise change—brown, for 
instance becoming chestnut and black 
changing to a dark brown. 
In addition, 


the ends of very many will be split and 
ragged, presenting a brush-like appear- 
ance. If the hairs appear to be stunted 
in their growth upon portions of the 
scalp or beard, or gray hairs crop out 
here and there, the method of clipping off 
the ends of the short hairs, or plucking 
out the withered and gray hairs, will 
allow them to grow stronger and thicker 
Mothers, in rearing children, should not 
cut their hair at certain periods of the 
>car (during the superstitious periods of 
full moon), in order to increase its length 
and luxuriance as they bloom into woman- 
hood and manhood. This habit of cutting 
the hair of children brings evil instead o 
good, and 'is also condemned by th 
distinguished worker in this department 
Prof. Ktiposi, of Vienna, who states tha 
it was well known that the hair of wome 
who possess luxuriant locks from th 
time of girlhood never again attains it 
original length after once having been 
cut, 
]'inciis has made the sameobserva 


tion by frequent experiment, and he add 
tint there is a general impiession tha 
frequent cuttings of the hair increases it 
length, but the effect is different frorr 
that generally supposed.
